Witness their struggle in 
Africa and Asia, where millioiw gf 
savage or semi-civilized people may 
be enslaved and bled for the benefit 
of their new rulers. 

The whole world is now but the 
gambling-table of the six greet 
powers. Just as gambling deteri- 
orates and demoralizes the individ¬ 
ual, so the .greed for domiuion de¬ 
moralizes governments. The wel- 
fare of the people is little cared for 
except so far as to make them euK 
missive taxpayers, enabling the 
ruling and moneyed classes to ex¬ 
tend their sway over new territories 
aud to create well-paid places and 
exciting work for their sons ud 
relatives. 

Hence comes the force that urges 
on the increase of armaments and 
extensions of empire. Great vested 
interests are at stake, and ever¬ 
growing jiressure is brought to bear 
upon the too-willing goveinmento 
in the name of the greatness or the 
safety of the empire and the exten¬ 
sion of coniinerce or tlie advance of 
civilization, Anything to distract 
attention fnun the starvation and 
and w retchedness ariil death-deal¬ 
ing trades at home and the thinly 
veile.l slavery in many of our trop- 
ic-al or suli-trojiical crilonies. 

The condenination of our system 
of rule is to he plainly seen in 
plague aud faiiiiue running riot in 
India after more than a century of 
British rule and nearly forty years 
•f the supreme jxiwer of Euglisb 
government. Neither plague nor 
lamine occurs to-day in well-gov¬ 
erned coinniunities. That the lat¬ 
ter, at all events, is almost chronic 
in India, a country with an indufr 
trions people and a fertile soil, is 
the direct result of governing in 
the interest of the ruling classes, 
instead of making tlie interests of 
the governed the first aud only 
object. 

But in this respect India is no 
'worse off than our own cotuitryi. 
The eouditioii of the bulk of ouf 
workers, the shortness of tMr 
lives, the mortality among their 
children aud tlie awful conditions 
of misery and vice under wiiicb 
millions are forcetl to live in all ot 
the slums of our great cities ar^ 
in jiroportion to our wealth aad 
their nearne«8 to the centre ofgoT' 
eminent, even more disgracelul 
than the periodic famines of re¬ 
mote India. 

Both are the result of the sains 
systein—the exploitation of tb* 
workers for the benefit of the rul¬ 
ing class—and both alike, are the 
terrible failures of the century.

SOCIAL DEMOCEACY. 

The definitions of the two words 
“Social” and “Democratic ' which 
follow, are taken from Webster's 
Dictionary: 

Social —Pertaining to society or 
to the public as an aggregate body, 
as social interests, etc. 

Democratic —Pertaining to Dem¬ 
ocracy; i. e., Movement by the 
people * * ♦ i„ which the 

i su])reine power is lodged in the 
hands of the people collectively', 
or in whi<-h the people exercise the 
power of legislation. 

Rational and Equitable Demand. 

The effect of of the industrial re¬ 
volution has been to concentrate 
the means both of production and 
distribution in immense masses.

By 
this act it frees the means of pro¬ 
duction from their previous capital¬ 
ist (juality, and gives their social 
character full freedom to assert it¬ 
self. Thenceforth, social jiroduc¬ 
tion iijion a pre-determ in ed plan 
becomes possible. The development 
of Jiroduction makes the continu¬ 
ance of several social classes an 
anachronism. In projiortion as 
anarchy in the jiroduction of so¬ 
ciety disajijiears the political auth¬ 
ority of the stale becomes dormant. 
Man, finally master of his own form 
of social organization, becomes at 
the same time lord over nature— 
lord over himself—in short, free.
